In his closing remarks Knabenschuh recommended adoption of a topical collection 
as an adjugt to broaden a collectors numismatic field, since this type of collection 
covers the complete field of coins, tokens, medals and currency from ancient to con- 
temporary issues, 

The talk was accompanied by a display of 162 ship coins, all but» few tn une 
circulated or proof condition, and many reference books on ships. 

President Byrne expressed the feelings of the audience when he thanked Knabenschuh 
for his talk with the note that his presentation is among the most outstanding ever 
delivered before the WPNS. 

Upon completion of the program, the guests were introduced, two of which, Mr. John 
Gartner and Mr. Harold V. Ford, made a few extemporaneous remarks. 

Mr. Gartner, numismatist and publisher, of Melbourne, Australia described the status 
of coin collecting in Australia and spoke on, and answered, members questions on the 
forthcoming decimalization of currency in Australia, New Zealand and Fiji. 

Mr. Ford made a.few remarks on the present state of vecturism and exonumismatics.

The April 6th regular meeting of the Western Pennsylvania Numismatic Society 
was held at the Carnegie Museum, Pittsburgh. Vice President, Dr. James 0. Sloss, 
presided over the meeting with thirteen members present. 

New member Edmund J. Schenck, Jr. was officially welcomed into the Society. 

The Secretary reported that the ANA had acknowledged the Society's donation 
to the Home and Heddquarters Fund and that the Society's endersenent of President Ray 
Byrne had been forwarded to the ANA. 

A Nominating Coumittee consisting of Bob Porter, Chairman, Bill Wooéside and 
Dick Poley was appointed to report at the Annual Meeting in June. 

In the absence of the scheduled speaker for the evening, Dr. Jim Sloss presented 
@ talk on the "Varieties of the 1970 Gold Dollar”. 

Sloss detailed the die peculiarities which existed between that used for the 
proofs and patterns and those used for the circulation strikes. Ne described the die 
Gifferences that identified to him a hitherto unpublished circulation strike. Sloss 
further deseribed the minting and die making processes in use at that period which 
could be theorized as having caused these varieties. Dr. Sloss' excellent talk was 
supplemented by an exhibit of the 1870 Gold Dollars: ‘The proof, the copper, aluminum 
and nickel proof patterns, and the two uncirculated varieties.

One of his most exhausting studies in this area was entitled "Media of 
Exchange Used in State and Federal Penitentiaries" which was published 
in the December 1960 Annals of the Carnegie Museum. Two of his most 
recent works in the Latin American field were "Bibliography of Cuban

WESTERN PENNSYLVANIA HEARS PORTER ON QUARTERS « 
Robert S. Porter, Jr. presented a paper on the Standing Liberty Quarter 
at the June 2nd meeting of the Western Pennsylvania Numismatic Society 


at Carnegie Museum, Pittsburgh, Pa. 


Covered by Mr. Porter in his talk were the symbolism of the design, the 
controversy over Liberty's costumeon the 1916 issues, the die changes 
that were made in 1917 and 1925 and an explanation of the "full head" 


connotation on choice specimens,

REQUIREMENTS FOR THE M.A. DEGREE 


These instructions supersede previous statements on the M.A. degree and are effective 
as of this date. 


The equivalent, in number and type of courses, of the undergraduate major in Anthropology 
at Berkeley must be completed before a student may embark on work toward the M.A. degree 
(see Appendix "D"). 


This Department offers the M.A. degree under Plan II (See Bulletin of the Graduate Di- 
vision, Berkeley), under which a student must take a minimum of ek units. Of these 2h 
units, at least 12 must be in graduate-level courses. Additionally, candidates for the 
M.A. degree must pass a comprehensive written and oral examination. 


The required undergraduate courses for the M.A. degree, which must be taken after com- 
pletion of the requirements noted under (2); above, are as follows: 


a. 197 or H198 or 163 (to be taken before or concurrently with 204 or 207). 

be One course from three of the groups numbered I-V in Appendix "D." These are in 
addition to the requirements listed in Appendix "D," and may not duplicate them in 
subject matter. 

c. Students are urged, but not required, to audit courses 1, 2A, and 2B to the end that 
they may better teach these courses later; some students may well qualify as Teach- 
ing Assistants for these courses and should investigate that possibility. if 


The required graduate courses for the M.A. degree are as follows: : . 


a. Two from the following list: 204A, 2048, 207A, 2078. 

b. One semester of 299, 3 or h units (to bring the total to 24), during the second year. 
This might be a group project with a single staff member in charge but with consider- 
able latitude as to specific content of individual projects. 

c. Other graduate seminars totaling 4 units. Note that course 298 cannot be used in 
the M.A. program.

What Has A-N-Ae Done For lie? 


In the past eight months, while soliciting numismatic items to help in 
building a national home and headquarters for the American ilumismatic Asso- 
ciation, I have been asked the above question many times. In spite of its 
frequency this question always surprises me, for the unbelievable naivete of 
one who claims to be a collector, a numismatist and especially a vrofessional 
dealer in asking this question is rather shocking. It is like askins what 
has my mother done for me? Or what has my country done for me? Such a per~ 
son might even say, when asked to pay a school tax, what did those kids ever 
do for me? 

Truthfully, I have little patience with the collector or dealer who in- 
dicates his colossal lack of knowledge of the growth of numismatics in the 
United States and dahiae by asking this very naive question. For, had it not 
been for the A-ileAe, chances are better than 9 out of 10 he would not be col- 
lectins coins, or dealins in them, and he would have to look in the dictionary 
to find out what a numismatist is. 

The orvanization of the AsieAe in 1891 and the beginning of The Numis- 
matist, whercsy new members were not only accepted but their names and addreses 
were vudlished in the magazine and in the directory, was the start of coin col= 
lecting on a national scale for the common mane Through this double listins 
method, the Aciiete introduced newcouers to coin collectins throuyhout the na- 
tion, to the older established collectors and vice versa, not on a mass seale 
but on &@ versonal and individual basise The AeA. was the only national 
nunismatic orzanization to do this 75 years azo and it is the only one which 
does so today. this fact alone establishes the AcieAe not only as the bevin- 


ning tit as the very heart and soul of numismatic growth in this country. for

with the personal acquaintanceship of two or more men comes the interohanze 
of knowledge, trade and commerce. 

But the A-iieAs did more§ It was the first and, I beliove, the only na~ 
tional fraternal numismatic organization not only to demand that its members 
conduct their numismatic affairs in an honorable manner but to suspend or ex- 
pel and to publish the names of members who were so convicted. Thus the 
AeNeAe membership card became a national badge of honor and, incidentally, a 
valued and recomized informal credit reference. In 25 years of nationwide 
mail order business, we have accepted an A-eN»Ae membership number one year old 
as equal to a bank reference, and one five years old as good as two banks. 
Thus, whatever integrity there is in numismatics today, the Aeli.A. is respon- 
sible to a great extent for fostering, and should be given due credit. 

Yes, for 75 years the AeNeAe has lighted the way and been the leader in 
numismatio progress in this country by taking the few lonely and scattered 
collectors of three quarters of a century ago and bringin; them tovether as 
the nucleus of a happy, honorable and nationwide familye It planted the acorn 
that srew into the mighty oak of today. Present A.iieAe officials would be the 
last to say that it has achieved every desire, or fulfilled every potential. 
But once again the AciieAe leads the way, in its farsighted project to estab 
lish a headquarters to better serve collectors in every waye 

So let the few critics stand on the sidelines and cry because the 
unneid officials of the AciieAe have not solved every numismatic vroblem, from 
cradle to grave, while the fault-finders devote their time to counting their 


numismatic orofitse Let them cease the selfish wail of “What has the Acie. 


done for me?" and just once ask themselves "what can I do for the Aciiche?" 
What can I do to make the AeiieAs an even more valuable orzanization?

Today he resides in Athens, Gae, where he is the director of 
the Southern Training Center of the Soil Conservation Service. 

He is well know in numismatic circles for his ‘mowledge of the coins of 
the West Indies and the Spanish Main, and for his untirinz research into the 
history of Georgia golds He serves as secretary of the Athens Coin Club; he 
was vice president of the Atlanta Coin Club in 1957 and 1961, and in 1958 was 
its president.

“Let us consider, for the mo- 
ment, the statement of purpose of 
the bill: To discourage the fenc- 
ing of stolen coins and paper 
money and to assist the police 
in apprehending (thieves and in- 
nocent tax evaders). 

“I refer now to the imposing 
list of numismatic items referred 
to in the New Netherlands ad.

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Report of A.N.A. Board Meeting 


The nine members of the board of governors of American Numismatic Asso- 


ciation met in the Sheraton Hotel in Oklahoma City at 9 a.m. on March 22 and 
spent three days deliberating many activities and problems of the Association. 
Appointed officers who were present and took part in all sessions were Elston 
Bradfield, S.W. Freeman, Eldridge Jones, Jack Koch, Max Schwartz, Don Sherer 
and Glenn Smedley. Vir Den Mayo of McCormick-Armstrong, printer of The Numis- 


matist, was present also in connection with discussions about the magazine. 


Headlining the lengthy agenda, from the standpoint of most collectors'! 
interest, was the report of the site selection committee of the Association's 
home and headquarters project. Chairman Charles Johnson reported that one or 
more of the three committeemen had visited most of the 16 locations from which 
bids were received prior to February 1. For the record, the cities offering 
free sites for the headquarters were Abilene, Kans., Amarillo, Texe, Canton, 
Ohio, Colorado Springs, Colo., Dubuque, Ia., Evansville, Ind., Kansas City, 
Moe, Linton, Ind., Oklahoma City, Okla., Omaha, Nebr., Wichita, Kans. and Yuma, 
Arize In addition, Evanston, I11l., Minneapolis, Minn. and Philadelphia, Pa.

member support, climate, security, housing accomodations, cultural facilities 
of the community, and the result of a poll of members who had contributed in 
or over the three figure bracket. The committee presented these facts but 


made no recommendation as to which city to select. 


Making a choice was most difficult as each city had advantages and dis- 
advantages over others, and location in any of them was a possibility. Weighed 
and evaluated on the 15 factors, 7 of the cities had ratings of desirability 
definitely higher than the others. Since 4 of this group stood percepvtively 
above the other 3, board members were asked to express their choices among the 
4 in a secret ballot. Thus was Omaha selected as the preferred site, with 
Colorado Springs, Oklahoma City and Kansas City following in that order. This 


committee's report stood out as the most carefully prepared, impartial and 
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comprehensive one presented to a board in the memory of incumbent officers. In 
the words of Chairman Johnson, "It was heartbreaking to disappoint the other 
15 cities that worked so hard to win us over, but it is rewarding to know that 
we are wanted and that one of the major decisions toward realization of our 


goal has been made." 


The steering committee, Ralph Cleaver, Matt Rothert and Charles Johnson, 
chme, was authorized to negotiate for detailed and final acceptance of Omaha's 
offer, and to proceed to the second choice offer only if a satisfactory agree- 
ment cannot be reached at Omaha. Committees to work with this one include two 
on organization and suggestions for making the transition, a consulting archi- 


tect, a building planning group and one for museum planning. 


A committee headed by Vice President Bergen and including Editor Brad- 
field reported progress on considering changes for improving The Numismatist. 
Vir Den Mayo explained some of the cost and technical problems involved. As 
a part of the study, a questionnaire is to be presented to all members in the 
near future to get their suggestions for the board's guidance. The matter 
will be considered at the Houston convention and it is anticipated that the 
board will then make recommendations to the editor for modifying the format, 


contents and general appearance of the official magazine. 


As announced last month in The Numismatist, the publisher of Coin World 
and the monthly World Coins donated $5,000 to the Association for use in 
advancing its activities. The board expressed its gratitude for the generous 
gift and provided for placing the money in a separate account, to be used in 
accordance with the donor's expressed wishes on advice of a committee composed 
of Vice President Bergen and Governors Sipe and Todd. One project may be a 
pamphlet for free distribution to those wanting information about forming coin 


clubs and about general activities of the Association. 


The board approved certain changes in the by-laws, principally to bring 
them up to date and in conformity with present operations. These will be 
published in the near future in The Numismatist. The existing committee that 
was appointed to draw up a Code of Ethics for members of A.N.A. was dissolved 
and a new one appointed. A simplified code was drawn up and adopted pending 
wording and editorial revisions, and is expected to be ready for publication 


Quite soon. 


Executive Secretary Sherer reported that a number of members have ex- 
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pressed apprehension about having their names published in the membership 
liste Since no consideration is being given to publishing a new list in the 
near future, no action was taken except to recommend that members be given the 
choice of having their names included or excluded when and if a new list is 
ever issued. In the meantime, the Association will not supply names and 


addresses of members, except clubs, to anyone for any purpose whatsoever. 


Under the heading of insurance, the board heard preliminary plans for a 
group policy under which members could insure their collections. Since the 
plan envisions some premium saving to members, further details and a sample 
policy are to be submitted for possible adoption of the plan. Although 
present consideration is limited to insuring collections, there is a possi- 


bility of investigating other types of insurance on a group basis. 


While on this line of thinking, it was voted to contribute $300 of 
A.N.A. funds to an Asher Leatherman award for the apprehension of those who 
robbed this well known Pennsylvania collector last October. Mr. Leatherman 
died from a stroke suffered during the robbery. Arthur Sipe, Eldridge Jones 


and Daniel Lorden were appointed a committee to implement this action. 


On the subject of matters pending or likely to be brought before Congress, 
S.- We Freeman and Max Schwartz assured the board that they are following bill 
S718 and have suggested modifications to insure that its provisions do not 
apply to coin collectors or dealers. The subject of a numismatic authenti- 
cation service was discussed at length. This is a broad and involved matter 


on which opinions vary widely, but it will receive further consideration. 


Numerous other matters were discussed and some actions taken in areas 
that do not lend themselves to immediate publication. For example, announce- 
ment will be made later of an additional step to be taken to thwart election 
irregularities. Several complaints against members were heard and actions 
taken which will be announced in the monthly report of membership changes in 
The Numismatist. There was agreement that such activities as National Coin Week 


as 
and visual education should be stepped up as soon, and to the extent practical. 


The board members and other officers dispersed Wednesday afternoon with 
the knowledge that much had been accomplished but that many problems remain 


to be resolved, and that new ones will arise in the future.

A.N.A. Building Fund Grows 


The honor roll of benefactors, patrons and 250 Clubs continues to grow. 
The fund thermometer continues to rise, standing at $176,712 at March 20. 
The board of governors has taken the decisive step of selecting the site for 
the national headquarters, and is negotiating the offer of Omaha to locate it 
there. Actual building should get underway by the end of 1965. Studies are 
being made for setting up the central organization to carry on and expand 


the Association's activities in the new home. 


True, there is still much to be done. More contributions are needed for 
the building fund. No one can say just how much will be added to the bank 
account by the sale of items donated to the convention auction, but bidders' 
generosity and market conditions in August will supply the answer soon. There 
are nearly $25,000 in pledges, which are believed to be good but must be met 
before the money can be used in actual building construction. Members must 
cooperate with their officers and, in this election year, give careful thought 
in voting for the nine board members who will carry this project through. 


Among the list of donors and gifts to the building fund in the month 
ending March 20 there was new patron Toivo Johnson, the well known dealer who 
has been an A.N.A. member for over 23 years. Also there were three new "250 
Clubs," Arkansas Valley Coin Club, Omaha Coin Club and Louisiana Numismatic 
Association. Incidentally, the latter entered the 250 Clubs class by a $50 
addition to its $200 gift of last fall. Generous gifts of $500 or more each 
came from M. H. Lowenstern of Amarillo, Texas, Bill Foster of Denver, Lester 
Merkin of New York City, and Jim Kelly of Dayton whose membership dates back 
to 1937. 


Since the announcement was made of the 250 Clubs program, many coin clubs 
have initiated plans to raise $250 or more for the building fund. Bach club 
reaching this goal will be honored by having its name published and enrolled 
on the bronze plaque to be placed in a conspicuous place in the new head- 
quarters building. Several clubs have reached this goal already. To help 
others that want to join the 250 Clubs class, some good ideas used by others 


to raise funds are reviewed here. 


The Heart of America Numismatic Association heads the list of contributors 
in this class with a gift of $2,000, making it a patron also of A.N.A. The

money for this contribution was raised through a popular coin show held each 
year in Kansas City which features outstanding exhibits and dealers and 
attracts widespread attendance. By sponsoring coin shows in their areas, 


other clubs also can use the profits to become members of the 250 Clubs. 


Another successful idea used by clubs holding shows and conventions is 
to give the proceeds from the sale of one or more bourse tables to the build= 
ing fund. Frequently these tables are sold at special auctions to the highest 
bidders. Proceeds from such sales are likely to be sufficient to enable a 
club to attain the 250 Clubs class. 


The Washington (D.C.) Numismatic Society sets aside the proceeds from 
its monthly raffle for the A.N.A. building fund. The Society reports that 
almost everyone attending meetings participates in the raffle, regardless of 
membership in A.N.A. or the Society. It has already made contributions of 
$50 and $150 to the fund from this source and expects to become a 250 Club soon. 
Such raffles at club meetings offer a popular and easy way to raise funds. 


Other clubs have conducted donation auctions with members giving dupli- 
cate or other items from their collections to be sold at club meeting auctions. 
Suprisingly lively bidding often results since the proceeds are to be used for 
such a worthy purpose. More fortunate clubs that have accumulated surpluses 
in their treasuries have voted to put this money to work for the betterment 
of numismatics through the A.N.A. headquarters project. The Hutchinson (Kans. ) 
Coin Club and the Middle Atlantic Numismatic Association recently mailed checks 


for $500 and $1,000 respectively from their surpluses for this purpose. 


The Omaha Coin Club issued a wooden nickel which it sold for 25¢ and 
raised over $200. Collectors are still writing from all over the country to 
Darrell R. Eckardt, Sec., 6167 Ogden St., Omaha, Nebr. 68104 for these pieces 
for their collections. Yes, the headquarters will be built partly by wooden 
moneye Clubs that have contributed already to the building fund may increase 
their gifts sufficiently to attain tne 250 Clubs status. When sending in 
additional amounts, be sure to mention the previous receipt number and amount 


to receive credit toward your goal.

Houston's Big Bubble Beckons Conventioners 


Here's the news you've been waiting for = yes, we'll visit Houston's newest status 
symbol, the Harris County Domed Stadiup. Folks, this 8th Wonder of the World topes 
Texas brags and it's for real! It is the home of Houston's Astros of the National Base- 
ball League, the Houston Oilers of the American Footbal! League, University of Houston's 
Cougar football! team, the annual Houston Livestock Show and Rodeo. Not to mention many 
other scheduled events of national note. 

We went on tour and later atéended an opening baseball game and came away awed by the 
size, the ingenious construction and the fabulous facilities. For those of you who are 
statistically minded, here are some imagination-stretching facts: 

This round building covers 94 acres, has an outside diameter of about 24 city blocks 
with an inside height that could accommodate an 18 story building. The domed roof con- 
tains 4,596 cast transparent plastic skylights - twice the clear span of any previous 
structure. Made of a specially developed plastic product that is self-cleaning, the bubble- 
like stationary roof has light diffusing properties to assure there will be no shadows on 
the playing field regardless of the sunts position. When the stadium is fully illuminated 
by its 1,906 floodlights, the electric consumption will equal that needed by a city of 9,000. 

One wouldn't expect to find grass growing inside a building but there it is, a lovely 
green carpeted playing field. Circling the field are tiers of 45,000 permanent colorful 
upholstered seats on six ramps. The top most being 100 feet above the lower level. And 
note this: by pushing a botton, the flanks of seats behind home plate will swing to the left 
and the right thereby converting the field to football size and giving spectators holding 
these seats a 50 yard position. Across the field is the world's largest and most versatile 
score boardn._ It is 474 feet wide, 4 stories high, weighs 300 tons, cost $2 million and 
will do all kinds of fantastic things. 

Five dining areask# are available for public use and concession stands are on each 
level. The luxurious private rooms are on the top level. Every conventience of a prestige 


club is included in the lease arrangement. We didn't tarry very long in this rare atmos- 
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rare atmosphere. One could come to think of the Dome as a way of life. 

Like other wonders of the world, the Domed Stadium must be visited to be ap- 
preciated. Outside viewing will not suffice. So check this tour when you receive 
your advance registration information. (This material will be available after July 
1 and will be publicized in Sart cde publications.) The tour is planned for Thurs- 
day afternoon 5:00 PM. You will be carried by air conditioned bus and will get back 
in ample time to have dinner and attend the Educational Forum. 

We're not miracle workers, but we do urge you to take advantage of this tour 
to see Houston's newest miracle.

Why 
not try the audio-visual collection of the 
A.N.A. for a shot in the arm. | am sure your 
members would enjoy this type of meeting. 

The A.N.A. collection consists of 32 sepa- 
rate subjects on slides and two motion picture 
films. These are available to affiliated clubs 
on a loan basis. The only cost involved is 
for transportation. The slides are accompan- 
ied by lecture notes and in four instances, 
tape recorded commentaries. 

Clubs that have used slides in the’ inant 
and never used taped commentaries will find 
a tremendous difference in the total effect 
of the Educational Program. It is well worth 
the effort to obtain a tape recorder and 
play the tape along with the slides. Tapes 
are now. available for slide sets on Con- 
federate Currency, U. S. Paper Money (either 
$5.00 or $10.00 Notes), Odd Shaped Coins of 
the 20th Century and Coins of Early Chris- 
tianity. Plans are under way for the eventual 
taping of all slide sets. 

In addition to the 30 minute film, “A Trip 
Through The Denver Mint” which now has 
a one year backlog of reservations, we: have 
obtained the International Nickel Company 
film, “Money Minters.” This 20 minute sound 
and color film has somewhat relieved the 
pressure for visual education material but 
clubs are still urged to order ahead and plan 
in advance. A request for ‘something on 
Lincoln cents for our next meeting in two 
weeks’ will almost always result in a ‘sorry, 
nothing available’ reply. The Slide Custodian 
is anxious to assist clubs in planning edu- 
cational programs and best results are ob- 
tained -when exact dates of meetings for 
about five months in advance are submitted 
along with alternate choices of slide sets.

HOW TO @noucr A MEETING 


Note to President: You may keep this leaflet 
before you as you preside. It will help you 
to know what to say before and after each 
Order of Business. 

It is essential that every club adopt an 
ORDER OF BUSINESS which is followed at 
every regular business meeting. If no Order 
has been adopted by standing rule or by 
motion) refer to Robert’s Rules of Order, 
revised, or the suggested order below. 

The ORDER OF BUSINESS may be set aside 
by a two-thirds vote — usually done “by 
consent.” 

The ORDER OF BUSINESS should never be 
a part of the By-Laws, inasmuch as By-Laws 
can never be suspended. 

The following ORDER OF BUSINESS is a 
suggested oviline that will fit the require- 
ments of most clubs: 

The President should arrive at the place of 
meeting ahead of time to be sure that the 
“stage is set’ and everything and everyone 
is in readiness for the opening of the meet- 
ing. OPENING THE MEETING PROMPTLY IS 
A HABIT TO BE CULTIVATED AND OBSERVED. 
The President takes the Chair and the meeting 
begins. 


Order of Business 

1. CALL. TO ORDER by the PRESIDENT “The 
meeting will come to order.” 

2. READING OF THE MINUTES OF THE LAST 

MEETING — President, “The Secretary will 

read the Minutes of the meeting of ......” 

“Are there corrections to the Minutes? If 

not, they stand approved as read.” 

CORRESPONDENCE — Read by Corres- 

ponding Secretary or Secretary. 

4, REPORTS OF OFFICERS — (Usually at AN- 
NUAL Meeting only.) 

5. RESUME OF ACTION TAKEN BY BOARD 
OF DIRECTORS — Necessary only where 
the Board is empowered to transact most 
of the Club’s business. This resume is 
read for information ONLY. No action is 
taken on the report. 

6. RECOMMENDATIONS OF BOARD. (Re- 
quire action by the Club.) 

7. REPORTS OF STANDING COMMITTEES — 
No action is necessary on progress re- 
ports of standing committees unless rec- 
ommendations are made. Then action is 
taken on the recommendation. 

8. REPORTS OF SPECIAL COMMITTEES. (Spe- 
cial committees are automatically dissolv- 
ed when the special work assigned to 
them is finished and a final report is 
rendered.) 

9. ELECTIONS TO MEMBERSHIP. 

10. UNFINISHED BUSINESS. 
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The Minutes of the , -vious meeting: will 
show if there is business postponed from 
that meeting. 
11, NEW BUSINESS. 
The Chair or any member may introduce 
new business here. 
12. ANNOUNCEMENTS. 
13. PRESENTATION OF EXHIBITS. 
14, PROGRAM — N.B. The President DOES 
NOT “turn the meeting over” to the pro- 
gram chairman for this Order of Business. 
He announces the chairman who, in turn, 
presents the program. The President is IN 
THE CHAIR throughout the meeting. 
REFRESHMENTS. 
Many Clubs serve refreshments after the 
program. These generally consist of cakes 
or doughnuts, coffee or punch. 
16. AUCTIONS.

Only eight months ago the American Numismatic Association announced an 
educational award certificate to be given in recognition of numismatic talks 
made by local club members to their own or other groups. The story of it was 
in the August, 1964 issue of The Numismatist. A summary of the response to 


this service shows the appreciation which member clubs have for it. 


In the first half year following the announcement, 215 certificates were 
issued to speakers in 37 states, Canada and one with an APO address. Many 
clubs are represented in the file of requests, the largest number of which 
came from California, New York, Ohio, Ifichigan, Illinois and Pennsylvania, in 
that order. Art Lovi of Pensacola, Fla. and William Pettit of Aurora, I1l. 


are tied for the high number among individuals with six awards each. 


While some clubs seem to be devoted largely to "wheeling and dealing" at 
their meetings, the response to this promotion of educational talks indicates 
that numismatics is far from lost to the market places. Many comments favor- 
able to the program have come to the Phoenix office of A.N.A. and a few are 
quoted bere. President Donald Bishop of the Down River Numis. Assn., Mlich., 
said, "We intend to take full advantage of this program."' Walter J. Boeyer 
of the Milwaukee Numis. Society thinks "It is an excellent idea which will 
provide recognition and encourage more talks on coins.e" From Julius Turoff 
of the Long Island Coin Club came this observation: "I have just read about 
the A.MN.A. Educational Award and am delighted.

During the A.N.A. Cleveland convention last August, a drive was launched 
to raise $250,000 for a national home and headquarters for the Association. 
The response of the numismatic fraternity to this drive has been tremendous. 
Individuals, including dealers, and organizations in’ every section of our 
country and in many others have volunteered time, effort and money to make 
the drive a success. It passed the half-way mark in mid-January and continues 
to make splendid progress toward its goal. During the preceding 30-day period, 


the best month yet, over $28,600 was contributed by 455 donors. 


Among the contributors of $500 or more, Arizona led with an additional 
$2,630 from Del Worthington and $500 from Leroy IE. Eslow. But neighboring 
Texas was very close, thanks to new patron A. I. and Doris Martin's gift of 
$2,110, and $1,000 from A. J. Mitula, Jr.e Close also was Alabama from whence 
came $2,222 from new patron John and Opal Morris, and $714 donated by Dr. H.

Next month, April 24 through May 1, is National 
Coin Week with our theme of Good Will Through Numismaticose Some of you have 
plans underway by now, but for the slow pokes, the heel draggers, the stall~ 


ers: the time has come to get busye For the first time, Tho Numismatist 


will publish a list of names of all olubs and those who participate in tho 
individual olass by submitting an official entry report with evidence of 
taking parte Will that list be a pleasant surprise, or a shock to all of us? 
If the list is to contain your name or your olub's, you mst work to ear 

the prestige. 

Have you ordered the supplies you will need for your exhibits? Have you 
selected your locations with the realization that you mist not tompt someone 
by making it easy to pick up the material you are exhibiting? Have you 
measured the exhibit space so you can lay out your exhibit in advance and 
plan the most effective way of showing 1t? Have you read up on your material 
and typed or written interesting information for your exhibit? While search 
ing out information about your exhibit, have you also made notes so you can 
work up a news worthy article for the newspapers? Many papers will print a 
woll composed and educational article about an exhibit if it is furnished to 
theme Don't expect them to look at the exhibit and write it themselves; thoy 
are too busy and usually not versed in numismatiocse Besides, you should know 
your material better than anyone elsee It is important to give the location 
of the exhibit in the very first paragraphe This is good publicity for the 
person who is allowing you to use valuable space for the exhibite Show your 
article to him and ask for his approval before sending it to the paper if 
possible, as he may have some suggestions to make and he might prefer to 
submit it to the papers himself. If he advertises with them, he may havo a 
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bettor chance than you have of getting it printed. This ia not being sneaky; 
it is just good common senses 

You may be able to plan a numismatio trip and outline a tour past all of 
she exhibits in an area This need not be a conducted tour, although some 
schools might be interested in onee If the tour schedule is published, anyone 
could follow the outline at his convenionoee You might put a oard with cach 
exhibit saying, "Have you seen the other oxhibits at the Quietplez Library, 
the Caloriplus Restaurant, and the Do=it-youself Funeral Home, etc?" 

Will each of you take piotures of your own exhibits or will one member 
of the olub take pictures of all? If you have no one to do this, contact 
your local schools and see if they have a hobby olass in photographye One of 
their better students might be happy to have such an assignment. Take the 
pictures early so they can be developed and assembled for the sorapbook you 
will submit with your reporte 

Do not leave your planning until the last minute. You will have enough 
decisions to make then because something always gets loused up that last 
mimitee ‘You should be prepared to cope with these unexpected problems by 
clearing as many others as possible ahead of time. 

The best way we oan fight the bad publicity we have been gotting for 
our hobby is through a real bang—up National Coin Weeks Now is the time for 
all good collectors to come to the aid of their hobby. Let the public know 
that there is a difference betwoen coin collectors and coin hoarderse =~

Reporting Club News for Publication in 
THE NUMISMATIST | 


To insure getting your Club’s news in The Numismatist promptly and 
accurately, the following suggestions should be observed. The Editor 
and his assistant serve as part-time workers for the A.N.A. and can de- 
vote only so much time to the Club News section, so the best prepared 
reports just naturally get preference. 


Please note the instructions given at the beginning of most Club News 
sections in The Numismatist. Send your club news, “Calendar” listings 
and other organizational activity items to the Asst. to the Editor, Glenn 
B. Smedley, 1127 Washington Blvd., Oak Park, Illinois, 60302. Sending 
such material to the Executive Secretary, Advertising Manager or others 
only causes delays. 


Your news story must be typed, with a good ribbon and double spaced. 
Send only the original — not a carbon copy which can’t be marked for the 
typesetter. Be careful of spelling, especially names of persons, places and 


coins. Nevelllithe all capitals, and be sparing of co een Give 
men’s first names and avoid the use of “Mr. No underlining of words, 
please. Newspaper clippings may be helpful but should be accompanied 
by your own typed news story. We do not merely copy other published 
reports. 


Compare your printed news items with others in the magazine and 
with the copy you sent in, to observe form, etc. Do not report purely local 
and routine matters such as “minutes of last meeting read and ap- 
proved.” Most clubs hold auctions, so they are not news unless out of the 
ordinary in some respect. Prices realized of certain items in an auction 
may be newsworthy. Omit references to door prizes and raffles, but some 
exhibit and other earned awards may be reported. Members like to see 
their names in print, if they have accomplished something worthwhile. 
Coming club events are newsworthy and helpful to the club, but publicity 
should be received by the Editor two months or more ahead of time. 
If you want your show or other event listed in the “Calendar,” please 
give complete information as in other listings. Due to the many requests 
received and the limited space for the “Calendar,” local club shows are 
listed only two months in advance of the date. 


List only exhibits that are newsworthy — not such things as “Joe Blow 
showed a set of Lincoln cents,” or silver nickels, etc. Avoid excess words 
and repetition — be as brief as possible but give the essential informa- 
tion in grammatically correct and complete sentences. Avoid trite and hack- 
neyed phrases. Get away from excess use of “interesting,” “avid,” etc. 
Avoid the obvious, such as “The president introduced Marvin Blank, 
long time member of the club and past president of Elks and currently 
our program chairman, who, after introductory remarks, introduced the 
speaker of the evening, Mr. Oscar Q. Mellonhead, who spoke on coins.” 
Better say: “Oscar Mellonhead, in a fifteen minute talk on the hazards 
of coin buying said .. .” (give a few highlights from his talk which may 
stimulate readers.) Remember, what you report should be of interest to 
readers other than members of your own club. . 


The one who writes the news should type his or her name and title, 
such as Sec., Publicity Chm., V. Pres., etc. Also, your address should be 
on the report, as it may be necessary to contact you after the envelope 
has been discarded. Most important, get your news in early — deadline 
is five weeks preceding month of issue. (For example, copy must be re- 
ceived by the Assistant to the Editor by January 25 for the March issue.)

O. H. Allred, Administrator of the Fort Worth Regional 
Office of the Securities and Exchange Commission, today an- 
nounced the filing on May 28, 1964 of a complaint on behalf 
of the Commission in the United States District Court at 
Houston, Texas, seeking to enjoin 


Space City Investments, Inc. (SCII), Space City 
Numismatics, Inc. (SCNI) and Space City Diversi- 
fied Investments, Inc. (SCDII), all Texas corpora- 
tions domiciled at Houston, Texas, and Harold B. 
Metcalf, a resident of Greenfield, Indiana 


from violating the registration provisions of the Securities 
Act of 1933 in the sale of unregistered securities, namely, 
the common stock of SCII, promissory notes of SCNI and SCDII, 
and investment contracts arising out of the sale of coins 
coupled with contemporaneous agreements under which SCNI and 
SCDII agreed to store, insure and market the coins and to 
share with investors the profits derived therefrom, such 
sales having been effected through use of the United States 
mails. 


On June 1, 1964 Honorable Joe Ingraham, United States 
District Judge at Houston, Texas, to whom the case had been 
assigned, entered an order permanently enjoining all of the 
named defendants from further violations of the registration 
provisions of the Securities Act. 


All of the defendants, by stipulation and upon advice 
of counsel, consented to the entry of the decree of perman- 
ent injunction. 


The investigation leading to the filing of the com- 
plaint was conducted by L. F. Wyrick, Attorney in Charge, 
B. J. Hooks, Attorney, and J. M. Ramirez, Staff Account-

Litigation Release No. 2921 


The Securities and Exchange Commission today announced the filing of 
an action in the United States District Court for the District of Nevada, 
seeking to enjoin the public sale of unregistered securities by Comstock 
Coin Company, a Reno, Nevada corporation, and Don A. Denny, its president. 
A hearing has been set before Judge Bruce R. Thompson for June 19, 1964 
at 10:00 a.m. on the Commission's motion for a preliminary injunction. 


The complaint alleges that in connection with their coin investment 
programs defendants have been offering for sale: and selling to persons: . 
throughout the United States unregistered secutities, including invest- © 
ment contacts and certificates of interest and participation in profit-. 
sharing agreements, and that no registration statement covering these ‘ 
securities has been filed with the Commission. The complaint alleges 
that in connection with their coin investment programs the defendants 
actively solicit funds from the general public by means of advertising 
in coin publications of nationwide circulation and by direct mail 
advertising. It is represented in such advertisements that investors’ 
funds are used for the purchase and sale by the defendants of single 
pieces, rolls and bags of United States coins. 


Defendants offer three coin investment programs, designated the -- 
"Supervised Coin Investment Program," the "Special Project Coin Program," 
and the "Voluntary Income Tax Withholding Plan.'' Common to the three 
investment programs are representations by defendants that: (a) earnings 
on invested funds are to be derived through defendants' efforts in trading 
in the coin market; (b) custody of the coins is retained by defendants, 
the coins being stored in vaults rented from banks; (c) defendants 
exercise complete discretion in the purchase and sale of coins; (d) 
defendants have the requisite expertise for profitable participation in 
the coin market; (e) investors will be sent periodic statements reflect- 
ing balances in the investors' accounts; and (f) for defendants' services 
an investor is charged a commission at the time an account is opened and 
again when an investor's account with defendants is closed. 


The investigation leading to the filing of the complaint was con- 
ducted by William T. Dolan and Gus J. Bennett, Attorneys, Division of 
Trading and Markets, Washington, D. C., and by Robert A. Eisenberg, 
Attorney in the Commission's San Francisco Regional Office, under the 
direction of Ira H. Pearce, Assistant Chief Enforcement Attorney. The

A. Eisenberg, William T. Dolan, and Gus J. Bennett.
